Te begin with, there is rice, which has 
deen the mainstay of swarming millions 
in China. This food has been grown 
since time immemorial in Asia, and was 
early cultivated in India, but it is said 
that a ceremonial ordinance was estab- 
lished in China 2800 B. C., in accord- 


ange with which the emperor sowed the 


rice himself. 

In some recent stories with a Chinese 
background a poor student is described 
as the son of a man who dines on no 
richer dish than rice and soy gravy.” 
This soy or shoyu or syou sauce is pro- 
curable at almost any grocery store. 
It $ one of the ingredients of Worcester- 
shire sauce, which is one of the proofs 


that it has been used in England for | 


nearly a century. When the soy is not 
procurable a little Worcestershire may 
be used. | 

Tea a hundred years and more back 
in England was generally spoken of as 
China tea, although Bohea and other 
species were at times fashionable. Honey 
is one of the precious things used in 


China, where they have a dish called 


“the seven precious things,” I have 
been told. I think it is of rice and va- 
rious gondimental meats. Candied gin- 
ger is a Chinese sweetmeat we perhaps 
think of as not foreign. | 

The use of meat in Chinese cookery 
has been for flavor mainly, a condition 
of scarcity prevailing there which a re- 
cent advocate of meat for this purpose 
believes. we are coming to. If so we 
have but to go to the cookery of any 
astenthl-country, or even to the cookery 


of France and Italy, to learn of ways. 

Chicken, pork, and ducks are the meats 
much used by the Chinese for flavoring 
rice and noodles, the latter dish being as 
great a specialty with them as with the 
Germans. They have also innumerable 
dried meats and fish; as well as fruits, 
which are thus used. At a Chinese 
store not long ago I saw dried chicken 
gizzards, dried duck lega, and no end 
of dried fish and strange, unknown 
things dried, that might have been fish, 
flesh, or fowl. I bought half a dozen 
strange kinds of dried @ruits, one of 
which was labeled “ sugar plums.” 

At this store I might have purchased 
fresh pig stomachs or soy bean cheese. 
both cooked and uncooked, and I did 
get fresh Chinese pumpkin and bean 
sprouts [15 cents a pound], and the tiny 
beans themselves from which these are 
grown. These beans are green of color 
and not half as large as the smallest 
‘peas I have seen. They will grow al- 
most as rapidly as Jack's beanstalk on 
little rocks covered with water, such 
as we use for bulbs, but probably the 
Chinese 2 them on damp cloths. 
The old Chinese grocer assured me that 
those he sold me were grown in Call- 
fornia, which I doubted, for a good and 
sufficient reason, and required specia! 
care. By the way he sed tne abacus, 
or board witn beads strung on wires, to 
do his oning. | 

In even suburben grocery stores this 
winter the lichi [or lichee or lyche] nut 
has been on sale along with the Chi- 
nese potato, which has been seen for 
several seasons past in one large store. 
This brown red fruit nut has even been 
put up in 5 cent packages or bags, 
though the price per pound has usually 
been 60 cents. This round, rough 
skinned nut has an easily broken shell, 
which is not even half filled with a 
meat which has sometimes been com- 
pered to a raisin with a hard pit. i 

rn to be found 
outside Chinese and Japanese stores, 
and a little of it is often soaked in a 
wine which is to be used for flavoring 
a meat, or sliced thin it may be used 
with the favoring vegetables. The loose 
skinned or mandarin orange is Chinese. 
The kumquat used often to be men- 
tioned with the word Japanese in front 


of it, but the Chinese have for a long 


time made a simple preserve of it, 
which long ago was procurable through 
the Chinese laundry man, carrying 4 
little store of teas, etc., as a side busi- 
ness. Canned bamboo sprouts are ob- 
tainable at general stores, which have 
a varied supply of things m cans. 

A “gentle boy in one of the stories 
mentioned above says that he likes 
iced seaweed jelly, referring probably 
to jelly of the agar, or what we call 
vegetable gelatin, when put up in a 
package. China long before the rest 
of the world probably had a vegetable 
oll which in old reports is spoken of 
as vegetable tallow. In one of those 
reports dates and water lilies are spo- 
ken of as the exports of one district, 
and the gentle boy, besides liking iced 
jelly liked “a ragout of water lilies, 
pork, and chicken dumplings, with bam- 
boo shoots, birds’ nest soup, and boiled 
almonds, ducks’ eggs 100 years old, gar- 
hished with strips of suckling pig and 
heavenly fish fried in paradise oil, 
white balls of rice flour stuffed with 
sweetmeats, honey and rose leaves, 
candied froge and salted crabs, sugared 
seaweed and pickied stars.“ 

The range of Chinese foods, from sim- 
ple rice to bizarre shark’s fin, is wide. 
There will be one comfort in choos- 
ing rice, dates, honey, lichi nuts, etc., 
for a Chinese meal. Almost anybody 


can cook them. Dr. Yamei Kin, whose 


lectures have been reported in various 
places, says a favorite side dish is eggs 
cooked together with sliced shrimps. 
Another is boiled noodles with canned 
lichees. These, when canned, seem not 
at all like the lichee nut. Pe 
they were canned when the mens 
green. She suggests for dessert ginger, 
bonbon, and Small cakes, and of course 
she says something about tea, with a 
mention of strange little sweetmeats, 
such as are common to other eastern 
countries. ae 

Filippini described a®Chinese method 
of making tea which he had in the home 
of Mr. Pung Sung Sang. It was made 
in a pot set inside a padded bamboo 
box, where it would keep hot twelve 
hours, a sort of thermos bottle, as it 
were, long in use before we of the 
western world invented the idea. 


Chinese Rice. 


Although the recipe given here, and

in an Francisco, does not seem precise, 
we can make it so by using almost dou- 
ble the amount ot water there is rice. 
Some water adheres to the washed rice 
and fer this method we cannot use more 
than two cups.of water to one of rice 
if we steam it dry without draining.

WAR TAXATION. | 
It is with a great deal of relief that the thinking 
peaple of the country will hear that finance 
measures are not to be concocted over night by 
politicians and academic theorists. Great bond is- 
sues will have to be authorized for emergency uses 
without delay, but these can be taken care of, at 
4 time when our resources are greater than ever 
in pur history, without serious dislocation of the 
healthy normal of our economic life. | 
But the problem of war taxation is a much 
more delicate. one and should be given the most 
thorough study and consideration. A large, part 
of the cost of our belated preparation and of the 
conduct of the war will and should be paid by 
taxation, but this involves heavy burdens which 
should be carefully and equitably adjusted. 
Radical taxation in the way of increases of the 
income tax, the excess profits tax, and the tax on 
luxuries will be accepted with philosophy and 
patrictically approved. But if it is drastic with- 
out intelligence it may very well bring about a 
commercial disaster. Profits which are the result 
of war supply ,should be héavily taxed, but not 
without consideration of continued efficiency. If 
everything. above 8 per cent were taken in every 
case, ag, for example, from some of the railroads, 
efficiency would be seriously impaired and the 
public’ would be injured, not benefited. * The test 
of former profits will have to be carefully applied, 
for in many cases revenue was far below normal 
in the years immediately preceding this of our 
entry into the war. 4 
A good deal of demagogy inspires the outcry 
against war profits. These profits up to this time 
ave not been at the expense of the American 
public, but, on the contrary, have benefited wage 
earners and producers. The farmer, moreover, 
nas been one of the chief beneficiaries of war 
conditions and will continue to be. Bo the phrases 
which our superheated reformers and_pacifists 
who want to punish somebody because there is a 
war ought to be shut out of congressional counsels 
when war taxation is formulated. 
Heavy taxation must come, but it should be 
calmly and justly planned so that the healthy nor- 
mal processes of the nation’s financial and busi- 
ness life may be conserved so far as is possible 
under abnormal strain. This and this alone, so 
far as our financial measures are concerned, can 
bring us through the war without domestic mis- 
fortune and permit our energies to be directed 
fully to the pursuit of victory and peace.

century there lived John de Boteville, who had 
two brothers, Thomas and William.

Dee Inne gradühlly became corrupted 
into Thynne, which is pronounced as if written 
n. 

It was Sir John Thynne, secretary to the Duke 
of Somerset and knighted on the field of Pinkie, 
who received from him as a gift the old Augus- 
tinfan priory of Long Leat, which Henry VIII., on 
the dissolution of the monasteries, bestowed upon 
Sir John Horsey, from whom it passed to the duke. 
Long before Sir John had completed Long Leat, 
Queen Elizabeth, to whose court hé was attached 
as controller of the royal household, insisted 
upon paying him a visit there. ; 

When he died the house was still in an unfin- 
ished condition, and one of his successors, Sir 
James Thynne, <alled in the advice of Sir Chris- 
topher Wren, the architect of St. Paul’s cathedral, 
who planned all sorts of additions and improve- 
ments. During the time of Sir James Long Leat 
was visited by Charles II., by his queen, and by 
his brother, afterwards James II.

On his death without issue it passed to his 
as 


nephew, Thomas Thynne, popularly known 
“Tom of Ten Thou- 
sand,” in allusion to 9 _ 
his income of ten thou- 9 
sand pounds a year. It 
was this “Tom of Ten 
Thousand” who was 
murdered in Pall Mall, 
and whose striking 
memorial in Westmin- 
ster Abbey fs a familiar 
object to every tourist 
from the new world 
‘visiting that ancient 
fane. 8 

Tom Thynne’s mur- 
der has always re- 
mained more or less of 
a mystery. It seems that the 14 year old widow 
of young Lord Ogle was forced by her grand- 
mother into marriage with Tom Thynne. The 
little woman seems to have been averse to the 
union, and after the wedding ceremony had taken 
place declined to accompany her husband to Long 
Leat, which he had prepared and beautified for 
her reception. In fact, she proceeded at once 
abroad with her aunt, Lady Temple. Immediately 
afterwards her husband, Tom Thynne, was killed 
in Pall Mall while driving along in his carriage. 


Some historians of the day insist that the mur- 
derers mistook their victim for the Duke of Mon- 
mouth, natural son of King Charles II. Others 
again that the crime was committed at the insti- 
gation of Count Koenigsmarck, who had been an 
aspirant for the hand of Tom Thynne’'s bride. 
Within a few months after this murder the vic- 
tim’s widow, not being over 15 years of age, con- 
sented to accept the hand of the Duke of Somer- 
set, and some of the standard“ Peerages do not 
even record her connection with the Thynne 
family. | 

A distant cousin succeeded Tom Thynne at Long 
Leat, and it was his son who was the first Marquis 
of Bath, George III. and Queen. Charlotte being 
among the visitors at Long Leat during his day. 

—— 

Mr, Botfield accordingly dropped the matter, as 
far as the College of Heralds was concerned, and 
wrote to the late Lord Bath asking him whether 
he would give him any assistance in his re- 
searches. The marquis (whom Thackeray por- 
trayed as Lord Farintosh in his novel, The New- 
comes”), although a Tory, was renowned for bis 
savage batred and profound contempt for Lord 
Beaconsfield. He made due inquiries about the 
ironmaster, Finding that he was a respectable 
and worthy old fellow he suggested that he should 
pay him a visit at Long Leat, and that while there 
he could go through all the family papers and his- 
tory.
